_ of the Anti-Chinese crusaders, has passed this 
unjust and unreasonable Bill, which is clearly 
a flagrant violation of the express terms of the 
treaties made with China on the subject. The 
Bill only requires the sanction of the President 
before it becomes law. This is the last straw 
that breaks the camel's, back, and China has 
now to take a decisive step in the matter. 
{ Ifthe obnoxious American Bill shouid be carried 
into effect, there will be no other course open 
for, China consistent with her dignity as a 
nation than to adopt retaliatory measures by 
prohibiting the citizens of the U.S. from coming 
to China,

(3) If, in any case, a consul shall be appointed for any of the open ports of China and 
Japan, to whose office there is no fixed salary, and whose compensation depends on collection 
of consular fees, and who is vested with judicial authority (as the consuls who have fixed 
compensation) then such consul shall be allowed the following fees:
